Europe had agreed thgt 1he result of the siege of
Charliston should be a laic test of the capabilitfes of
ircn-clad vesscls egaiust forts of stone and brick, and
the test has been decided sgainst the former. The re-
sult is important to all naval powers, and, viewed in
that light, is worth il the mre money cost of the ex-
pedition. But it is pot to be supposed that the fival
attempt bas becn abandoned.  I'he spring wiil doubt-
less witrees a recewed cffort for the occupation of the
“ nest of treagon,” and, in all probabilify, by even a
still larger naval and laud force than the one which
tas jist suspended its operaiions. If Mobile is,
in the meanwbil>, captured, Farragut with his
flcet can be spared to take a hand in the buginess—
perbaps direct the naval movements, while the fleet it-
self can be added to larzely by the score or so of pew
vesacls that are approaching completion. Wilmington,
too, may also bave. falien, and ttien an overwhelwing
army could assail the city from the rear, and possibly
with better prospects of success then ever before. In
this way the city might be ccenpicd before the forts
were taken, but the uvitimate surrender of thise would
be incvitable. Te my mind, it Charleston iz taken it
wili be in this maogrer. Aun expudition, as I write, is
organiziog with an eye to W ilmirgton, and the*€on-
federates, scentiog the danger, ere working_day and
night to aver the threatened blow.

What is now mostly feared is a sudden aticmpt of
the Charlestoa rams to destroy the few monitors that
we left on guard inside the bar. A visit from thi:e
vessels bas pot been unlocked for for two tlonths pusi ;
yet, in the face of it, the Federal fleet i3 shorn of iw
proportions, the army is sent South, and Gilmore re-
turos to Washington.

1. It is a fibrous plant, and as sach may be convert-
ed iuto some of the uselul agts,

2. "I'he seed can be compressed ; the result will be ac
us.ful oil, equal to, and answering most, if not all the
parposes ol olive oil.

3. The cakes alter compression are cqual to the
cakes of livszed oil alter compression for the food of
stock.

4. Tle seed has been often used with approvsl as a
substitute for cofice.

O. The balls of {he seed are eagerly sought altsr by
stock.

6. The residue of the stalk, after the fibies will
have been removed, will answer for litter for stock,
thereby producing a large guantity of valuable man-
ure. :

7. Iis value as an ingredicnt in soup and as a vege-
tubie on the table, alone are to) well known to rcqaire
any remarks from any one. ‘

As to that variety of the Okra best adapted to the
arts, the soil, culture, composts, manner of preparing
aod dressing for the uses snd purposes intended must be
necessarily left to the ohservation, rcfl:ction and to the
experience of its cultivators

‘I'he fact which bas been published, that its strength
of fibre 13 congiderably less than hemp, ought not by
ary means to retard its experimental cuitivation.

It is an udmitfed fact that the texture and strength
of both flax and Lemp have been vastly improved since
their first introduction. Why not the fibre of the Okra
also ! '

I know of no plant more deserving of notice end
practical consideration than Okra. '

The Objects of this War.

allegiance which they owe, and tbat the proclawation
of +mancipation issued by the President of the United
Sia‘es on tha 1st day of January, 1863, was 4 mearare
necessary for the common defence, sacction:d by ke
gpicit of the Constitation, and by the law and practice
o# nations, and said proclan:ation is bereby declared to
have the force and eflect of law, anything in the law or
Qonstitution of any State to the contrary notwith-
standing. :

Horr1s71E SCENE AT AN ExecuTiON.—The Yankees
at Kuooxville, Teon., on the 8th ult., hung C. S. Dodd,
of the 8th I'exas cavalry, as a spy., We find in a North-
ern paper the following description of the borrible scene
at the execution :

Tke Jegs and arms of the prisoner were pinioned and
the cap drawn over his face, he all the time being eon-
gaged in brief ejacluatiops of prayer, which were beard
by the cfficiaticg cfficers. At a siginal the bolt was
pow withdrawno ; the culprit fell, but the cotton rope
broke by the sudden tension, and the man lay stretched
and stuoned upon the frozen ground below. A murmour
of Locror, mingled with expressions of pity, ran through
the assembled crowd. Recovering for an iostant from
the shock, for hia neckwas not broken—he said perhaps
incoherently, “R:lease me quick, if you please.” For
gome €0 miouteq the unfortuvate man lay tbus opon
bis back, withopt moving a musele. Meantime the
officers and men whose paicfal duty it was teasce to the
exccation of the law adjasted this time two parts of the
same rope iustead o cuve, ard the balf-conecious mau
was borpe up the Jalal 8'eps u sccond lime, beiog partly
! snpported upon the drop until the double moose bad
been adjasted. Nota word or a sign of suflriog all
this time escaped ois lips. Iu suother moment the drop
fell, avd the prisoner’s form now bung by the neck, the
dpot behind the bead. Death finally evsued strangnla-
tion. In ten minutes the cfficiatiog surgeon pronounced
life extinct, and the body waa taken down and baried.

WHAT HAS BECOME OF ALL TF: Five DoLLar BiLLS is
asked by the Charleston Courier? A guestion eusily
encugh answered; they are hoarded op by shrewd finan-
ciers, principaliy by our Hebrew brethren, who, through
the aid of some friend or friends at or about court obtain-
ed information of the provisions of the fanding bill many
days in advance of the pubiic generally, which informa-
tion they tarned to account by gatheriag n[{; most of the
biils of the denomination of five dollara and less. Oue of
them here boasted that be had thirty thousand dollars
in $ dollar |Dbills. Congress po doabt meant
to benefit persons of small means by extending the
period for funding the five dollag biils, bat it produced the
effect, as financiers should have known, of withdrawiog
that class of biils from circulation; for it is the law of
finance if there are two currencies of diffserent intriosic
values, that the moat valoable one is always hoarded up—
in this ease to the great annoyance and loas of every class
of honest citizens, especiully the soldiers, for often with
money in their pockets, they cannot buy aoything they
need, not even & meal's victusls, withous in many cases
paying 30 to 50 per cent. extra, becauss they caunot make
the right change. The question may be asked, what ad-
vantags do the holders o1 Dbills of small denomioation pro-
pose 10 themselves by hoardlog them up? That too is
easily auvswered; they expuct that Mr. Memmin-
ger in his haste to got cut n sufficiency of the
new currency, will issus it in bills of l_nrgo denomius-
tions, and that the holders of such bills will be compeilsd,
for want of ehange, to take their & dollar bills without dis-
count for the new ; thus they will get their old moruey
changed into the new at par, the loss falling nponthe less
shrewd, and especially the soldiers, who will mosat proba-
ply be paid off in twenty dollar bills.

David McGibbon, formerly a law partner of Henry
N. Hart, Esq. of St. Louis, Missouri, was brought to
Demopolis on Thursday last, and placed in irons, con-
demned to be hung &s a spy.

This mn McGibbon is 8 Canadian by birth, and in
early life went to New York Uity, and entered the of-
fice of one of the leading attorneys of that city as a law
student. After getting his license to pactice his pro-
 fession, be went to Illinois for several yearz, but be—
coming very much involved, be left there and went to
St. Louis, very much reduced in circumstances acd in
want.

Circumstances bringing bim to the potice of Henry
N, Hart, then a practising and promineut lawyer, Mr.
H. was won by his courteous, gentlemacly address, in-
vited him to visit bis office, and treatedshim with all
the courtesy due a gentlemsn. Mr. H. becoming so
much preposseseed in his laver, telegraphed o W, H.
Seward, Lewis Uaes, and otbers of less note, to whom
McGibbon referred s to his geperal character and
standing, ard receiviog favorable answers, admitted Me-
Gibbon as a partoer 1o bis cffice, to share (qally all
the profits accruing therefrom. 'I'bis was io Svptember,
1860. After the massacre at Camp .Jsckson, Mr. Hart
learned, to bis wonder acd astonishisent, thut his part-
per, (McGibbou,) was, and had been jor sum: tme,
driiling a company of Black Republican « W le Awakes”
in the St. Louis Arsenal. Immediately on learniag
this, Mr. H. bad his (McGibbon's) accounis made out,
aud dissolved partpersbip.

Soon after this, Mr. Hart was arrested sod thrown
into the St. Louis Arseval pricon, 83 s rebel ! Me-

the other was apprehended and lodged in jail, but soon
after made his escape, sund the third one, McGibbon, is
the subject cf this sketch.

Mr. Hart, from whom we have derived this informa-
tion, is a geatleman of reliability and of well known
veracity. He atates that McGibbon is a shrewd, clear
beaded mun, and a dangerous fce--leaving no stope un-
turned to accompiish any object he might undertake.—
We learn he is to be hung some day this week. McGib-
bon raoks as Major in the Fedcrafaervice.

Such will be tke fate of David McGibbon, and such,
we hope and trust, wil be the fate of all such who
come among us clothed with friendly pretensions and
an oily tongue, but -who, like an adder in the grass,
will thrust its venomous fangs into your vitals when
you are least expecting it.

Since writing the above, we lzarn {rom a gentleman
direct from Demopolis, that McGibbon will be execu-
ted to-morrow.

Tar ExrrpiTioN TO WHITEMARSE [SLAND.—A cor-
respondent of the N. Y. Herald gives the following
Yaokee version of the late expedition to Vv hitemarsh
Island, below Savannah :

On the 21st, an expedition consisting of the 85th
Pennsylvania, a detachment of the ¢7th Obio and the
4th New Hampsbire regimcnts, Col. Bell, under the
commeand of Col. Howell, proceeded from Hilton 1lead
in the steamers Dictator, Capt. Blakeman, the Mary
Burton. the Golden Gate, the Mayflower, (armed),
Capt. Young, to Whitemarsh Island, to capture a fa-
tigue party said to be at work ti.ere building intrench-
ments. ‘I'be expedition reached Freeman's Cut late at
night, end before daylight pushed np towards the ncene
of their operations. Captain Hughes, with his com-
Pan of the 85th Pennsylvania volunteers, wos first
anded, and surprieed the rebel pickets and pot them to
flight, and captured fifteen out of fifty men that con-
stituted it. 'T'he rebels waited to give our men only
one voll?, when they broke aod ran with cur men
closely afler them. Oar force, or a portion of it, was
put ashore quite rapidly, cousidering the defective chur-
acter of the boats used on the occssion. As poop as o
sofficient number woe ashore, company B, 4th New
Hampshire, Capt. Grecnleaf, was thrown out as skir-
mishers, end ordered to fecl the encmy's pesition and
strength. He advanced nearly two miles, and found
th® epemy quide strong in the woods, and, ofter driving
the enemy's ekirmisbers, Le found bimself in the pres-
ence of a rcbel force of at least filteen hundred men.—
As 800n a8 this fact was developed, he fell back and
joined -the commard sgain , closely followed by the ene-
my. When the exact state of affairs was made known
to Col. Howell, be determined to embark bis command
on the transports, and relinquish the plau of ¢perations,
as with bis ioferior force he could do baut littic and
might possibly be captured. 'I'be enemy preseed on
our cemmspd, 08 it wag slowly embarking, and opened
fice, wounding two of our officers and one map.  Col.
Bell ordered companics F and C, of the 4th N. Hamp-
shire, to throw up a temporary rifle pit, and cover ity
front with abattis, behind which our men were protee-
ted. 'This was held until our men were saleiy on th

vessels’ decks again. 'I'he Mayflowcr was buey cnough
meanwhile in vigorously shelling the rabel position, nid
prevent them from usivg their actillery as effectnally us
tbey may have desired. ‘Tt rebels were kept at bay
uptH the entire force got away, und then, covering the
rear, the Mayflower moved quietly away firing a couple
of shells a8 a parting compliment to the rebels, who
made no reply.

The cxpedition may bave a good ¢fleet on the rebels
about Savannah and cecasion a change in their pro

gramae.

BORGHUM,

PrreariNe Soin.-—This crop is so similar to corn in
all its babits and reqnirements, that any one who can
make a good crop of corn can likewise make a good
crop of Sorghum. For both crops, thorough ploughing
is & matter ol first iwoportance. The roota of such plants
generally penctrate to as great a depth as the best sub-
goil plough can reach. ‘I'he more dceply the soil is
broken, then, the more ¢xtensive will be the source of
pourishment ; and the more completcly will the crop be
guarded egaicst drought. _
It is & point of no little importance to have the soil
intended for Sorgbum well pulverized. The youog
plant is not 80 vigorous as that of corn, and coose-
quently, the germ when coming up wmakes its wey
tbrough the overlying soil with greater difliculty.—
Clods, rough maoure, or any similar obatacle may eo-
tirely prevent the germ from finding ite way to the open
air. To avoid this diflicalty, which is geperally con-
fined to clay soils, winter ploughing should be resorted
to, wherever practicable. Frost ler sarpasscs the hor-
row in reduciog a cloddy surface.
M axvriNG.—Io this crop as in corn, manure can be
made most available, by being applicd in the hill; but il
maoure igs abundant, aud the tarmer prel:rs to give the
whole sarface of bis land a dressing, be may spread it
broad cast. :If, howerer, he wishes to improve both land
and growing crop to the bigiest degree, let the macure
be appiied asa top dressing, afier the ground has been
thoroaghly broken up. It the manure 18 applied some-
time before planting, the soluble portions are curried
down by rains, become incorporated with the soll, are
more fally elaborated, aud thus become rendy to feed
tbe plant, a3 soou ag its 100's begin to pread thinscives
in search of nourishment.
